Through a computer 
database search for publications co-authored by W. Dorsey Stuart, the second 
above-listed document, Stuart's 1981 PNAS paper (Exhibit 2), was uncovered and 
later retrieved. In reviewing Stuart's 1981 PNAS paper (Exhibit 2), Applicants 1 
attorney noticed a correspondence between the information contained in the 
"MATERIALS AND METHODS" section of Stuart's 1981 PNAS paper (Exhibit 2) 
[beginning on page 3751, right column, and continuing through page 3753, left 
column] and the "EXPERIMENTAL" section of Stuart's '847 Patent [bottom of 
column 4, continuing through column 7, first full paragraph]. Accordingly, Stuart's 
1981 PNAS paper (Exhibit 2) is also being submitted in this Third Supplemental 
IDS, together with their '847 Patent (Exhibit 1) that was provided at the April 1, 
2004 interview. 

A completed Form PTO-1449 listing the two above-submitted documents 
(Exhibits 1 & 2) is also attached hereto as Exhibit 3.
